For wastage m transit and/or machine reem, ccmpei.sation for impoitcd riwspnnt 
will be allowed at 6% to newspapers published frem port liiwiis of Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin 
and Madras (where STC has godownsj , at to ntwsrapers published Irtm the States 
where these 4 towns are loeated and at 8®J, to newspapers published Irom other States. In the 
case of Nepa newsprint, a uniform compensation will be allowed. In the case of periodicals 
using multi-coloured priming wastage compensation will be 2% over the normal wastage allowed 
to them for that printing,

Newspapers which do not comply with the provisions ot the Newsprint AllccEfii n 
Policy or Newsprmt Control Order or both, will not be allowed newsprint quota until they com¬ 
ply with the provisions Ncvvspnnt dealers will not he- allowed to act as rulhonstd pgerits ier de¬ 
livery on high sea sales if they do not comply with the provisions of the Newsprmt Control Order.
